GROUP OF THREE TO OPERATE RINK. 


Last Tuesday evening the shareholders 
of the St. Albert Curling Club held an 
emergent meeting, in the course of 
which Messre. W. Penrose, F. Laird and 
R, Harvey resigned from their positions 
on the Board of Directors, These thr 
gentlemen are the guarentors who backed 
the short-term loan obtained from the 
Bank pending purchase of the rink by 
the Town, They resigned from the 
Executive so that they would not be 
placed in the unfortunate position of 
becoming their own creditore, by, in 
effect, holding @ mortgage on the Club! 
facilities. They recommended to the 
incoming Executive that the Club should 
Persevere in obtaining an agreement 
with the Town of St. Albert in accordan 
ce with last Friday's Council meeting, 
In the meantime, because of the possibl: 
delay in reaching this agreement, the 


three guarantors proposed that to pro- 
tect their indebtedness to the Bank 

‘and to get the Curling Season going, 
they should act as a group of three to 
operate the rink and assume responsib- 
ility for its finances and try to get 
opereting revenue coming in, the pro~ 
fits of which would be devoted entirely 
to reduction of the short-term loan 
from the Bank, At any time the Club 
may regain title to the premises with~ 
out either profit or loss to the three, 
This arrangement was to remain valid 
for the period of five years. They 
hope end anticipate that agreement with 
the Town may be reached within a few 
weeks. In that casa the title to the 
facilities would be placed back in the 
hands of the Curling Club to enable thet 
to complete the agreement with the Town 

In effect, thie proposal was to 
place complete authority in the hands 
of an individual management group. The 
time factor was of prime importance, 
Council were asked if this arrangement 
would be prejudicial to the agreement 
with the Town, Council's answer was 
that it was up to the Club, 

After much animated discussion, 
some of it possibly more than animated 
when the term "robber barons" and the 
word "grabbed" were heard, the Share- 
holders agreed to the proposal. The 
new management group stress that they h. 
have only one purpose, as they have al- 
ways had, to place the curling rink and 
the club on a good financial b 
The three members of the croup urge 

their fellow shareholders of the Club 
to get behind the Club's new Executive 
to work towards an agreement with the 
Town, which would end the present ar- 
rangement. In other words, @ small 
company has been formed to quickly get 
the rink into operation, secure @ man- 
‘ager and attend to the all-important 
ice rentals, still giving preference 
to the local Club and townspeople,

STORY OF "RECRSATIONAL GRANTS" REVIEWED 
fr. Dick McGee, President of the St. Al- 
bert and District Chamber of Commerce 
was in the chair to welcome Mr. Keith 
Everett, K.L.A. to the September supper 
meeting of the Shamber, lr. Everett 
reviewed Part 2 of the Alberta Govern- 
ment's five year plan program, designed 
to assist communities other than the 
two major cities and the National Parks, 
in acquiring recreational facilities 
that would make their communities more 
attractive places in which to live. Ov- 
er three and one half million dollars 
was allocated for this purpose, to be 
distributed to hamlets, villages, towns 
and cities as a grant, based upon 510. 
per capita for all communities of 100 
or more population. Population figures 
used were the 1959 figures, giving St. 
Albert, the population of which was ther 
about 2,000, roughly $20,000. in grant 
money which must be claimed before Dec 
ember, 1963. This grant was to be app- 
roved for any feasible plan of recreat- 
ional facilities, and projects planned 
jointly with adjoining communities woulc 
be given consideration. 

Mr, Everett said he was vitally inter- 
ested in sports and therefore took a 
great interest in the recreational pro- 
gram. He told his audience that $45,000 
had been paid to date under the terms of 
these grants within the St. Albert con- 
stituency which he represents. He wish-

TIONS GOVERNING THE PAYMENT OF 
MENT GRANTS TOWARDS THE COST OF 
INSTRUCTION OF A SWIMMING POOL. 


1. Grants from the Government cannot 
be made to local organizations, only to 
towns, villages, or municipal districts, 
as set out under Section 16 (1) of the 
Public Works Department Act of 1951. 
Under this Act the Minister of Public 
works, with the approval of the Lieut- 
enant Governor in Council, may enter in 
to an agreement with any town, village 
or municipal district. This Section f 
the Act excludes making donations to any 
local club or organization. 
2. The title to the public swimming 
pool must be held ty the Town, Village 
or municipal district concerned. 
3. Approval by the Architects of the 
Department of Public Works must be ob- 
tained for the plans of the pool, and 
drainage arrangezents. 
4. Approval of the plans of the pool as 
to sanitary arrangements must be obtain- 
ed from the Sanitary ingineer of the 
Department of Health. 
5. The grant will be computed from an 
audited staterent of expenditure, which 
must be submitted to the Department of 
Public Works. 
The grant shall be equal to, but 
not exceed, one third of the cost 
roved expenditures, and in no 
it exceed $7,000.00 for any 
ne public swimming pool.
